The Mumpers’ three little proteges, 
Norman and Lillie Sager and Bertha 
Weigley, are now at the Mumper resi­ 
dence on Baltimore street. 
Marked Improvement 
The marked improvement 
in

dren is clearly shown in their month’s 
visit each year, according to Mr. Mum­ 
per, who added, that “better-behaved 
children could not 
be 
found 
any­ 
where.” 
The three children taken by the 
Mumper family started coming here 
seven years ago with a contingent 
of youngsters brought to Gettysburg 
by the Brooklyn Inner Mission So­ 
ciety, under the direction of the St. 
James Lutheran church. 
The Mum­ 
pers became attache^ to the three 
children assigned to them and each 
year have been inviting them back to 
Gettysburg to spend a month here. 
Plan 2 Weeks’ Outing 
The plan of the Gettysburg Rotary 
Club is to bring at least IOO of these 
children to Gettysburg and Adams 
county and place them in homes for 
an 
outing 
of 
two 
weeks

All the children who come 
under the auspices of the

Tribune Fresh Air Fund will be well 
clothed and healthy. 
Their 
trans­ 
portation expenses will be paid. 
All

After almost a century the life of 
John R. Range, pioneer, Revolution­ 
ary War fighter, the first white man 
in what is now Forrest county, and 
former resident of what is now Mt. 
Pleasant townsh*p, this county, ha^ 
been memorialized by a monument 
erected in Forrest county by the Tid­ 
ioute chapter, Daughters of the Amer­ 
ican Revolution. 
Besides members 
of the 
chapter, 
descendants of the 
pioneer and members of other patri it ic 
societies took part in the dedicatory 
exorcises. 
Inscription 
A bronze tablet on the monument 
bears the inscription: 
“ 1746-1820—Lieutenant John Range, 
who for valiant service in the Revolu­ 
tionary War was granted the land 
upon which Tionesta 
now' 
stands. 
Erected by Tidioute C hapter, Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution, June, 
1925.” 
John Range for years lived in what 
now is Mt. Pleasant township, Adams 
county. 
During the Revolution he 
served as second lieutenant in the 5th 
Company of the 
York 
Associates, 
commanded 
by —Color cl 
William 
Smith. 
In 1785 he was awarded two 
tracts of land of 280 and 300 acres 
in Forrest county for depreciation pay 
for his military services. 
This land 
WMS taken out in the name of his 
son, T. Shallas Range, at “Saqua- 
lingst’’ which means “place of council” 
and for which Council Run, a small 
stream, was named. 
In 1808 Range, with a company of 
others, made a trip to his property 
but returned home and did not settle 
permanently on his allotment until 
L815 or 1816. 
One of his first acts 
was the building of what he called a 
canal to drain a swamp and surveyors 
who later viewed it said it was as 
perfect as if constructed with the aid 
of engineering instruments. 
Traces 
of this ditch still are visible in places. 
A tract of the land Range deeded 
to the Methodists who erected on the 
property the first church of that de­ 
nomination in that section 
of 
the 
state.

th o rity for his statement. 
The story of Mr. McCain’s inter- 
I view' with Mr. Tipton, an old friend 
of the newspaperman, follows:

few surviving Adams county residents 
who heard Lincoln make his immortal 
, address at Gettysburg. 
“I hadn’t seen Mr. Tipton for more 
I than a quarter of a century. 
“He was a member of the House in 
I 1897 and ’98, when all of us—mem* 
; hers, newspaper correspondents and 
(employes—were 
huddled 
in 
the 
Methodist church after the old Capi­ 
tol wms destroyed by fire. 
“Mr. Tipton was bom in Gettys­ 
burg. 
He has lived here all his life. 
“As a boy of 13 he was a witness of 
the battle that preserved the destiny 
of the Republic. 
“He has been known for half a cen­ 
tury as ‘The photographer 
of the 
battlefield.* 


Five Survivors 
“ In 1914 a photograph was taken at 
the Battle Monument, where Lincoln 
delivered his great address, of Get­ 
tysburg survivors of the tremendous 
day of 1862-3. 
“There were fifty persons in line. 
“TtKlay only a little group sur­ 
vives. 
The hand of time has felled 
them with the weapon of advancing 
years. 
“Captain 
Charles 
Miller, 
O. 
G. 
Baughman, Joseph Felix and Dr. P. 
M. Bikh*, dean emeritus of Gettysburg 
College, in addition to Mr. Tipton, are 
of this number. 
“George D. Thorn, chief 
of 
t&e 
Bureau of Elections in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, lived 
with his parents on the battlefield at 
the time of the action. 
“The memory of these men is quite 
vivid as to what occurred on those 
terrible days when the wave of re­ 
bellion reached high tide on Pennsyl­ 
vania soil.

ond story of the Forty-fourth New 
York monument on Little Round Top.

wards to trace a thin dazzling line 
of light amidst the majestic ob­ 
scurity. As we walked noiselessly 
amid the thick, soft carpet of de­ 
caying vegetation the hush fell 
upon oar souls which comes upon 
us in the twilight of the Abby, and 
even Professor Challenger’s full­ 
chested notes sank to a whisper. 
Alone, I should Jiave been Ignorant 
of

growths, but our men of science 
pointed out the cedars, the great 
silk cotton trees, and the redwood 
trees, with all that profusion of 
various plants which has made 
this continent the chief supplier 
to the human race of those gifts 
of Nature which depend upon the 
vegetable world, while it is the 
most backward in those products 
which

from 
animal 
life. 
Vivid orchids and wonderful col­ 
ored lichens smoldered upon the I 
swarthy tree-trunks and where a 
wandering shaft of light fell upon 
the golden allamanda, the scarlet 
star-clusters of the tacsonia, or the 
, rich deep blue of Iporaaea, the ef- 
! feet was as a dream of fairyland. 
In these great wastes of forest 
life, which abhors darkness, strug­ 
gles ever upwards to the light 
Every plant 
even 
the smaller 
ones, curls and writhes to the 
green surface, twining Itself round 
Its stronger and taller brethren 
in the effort Climbing plants are 
monstrous and luxuriant, but oth­ 
ers which have never been known j 
to climb elsewhere learn the art 
as an escape from that somber 
shadow, so that the common net­ 
tle, the jasmine, and even the 
jacitara palm tree can be seen 
circusy the stems of the cedars 
and striving to reach their crowns. 
Of animal life there was no move­ 
ment amid the majestic vaulted 
aisles which stretched from us as 
we walked, but a constant move­ 
ment far above our heads told of 
that multitudinous world af snake 
and monkey, bird and sloth, which 
lived In the sunshine, and looked 
down In wonder at our tiny, dark, 
stumbling figures in the obscure 
depths immeasurably below them. 
At dawn and at sunset the howler 
monkeys screamed together and 
the parrakeets broke into shrill 
chatter, bat during the hot hours

Typhoid fever has bren curbed in! 
Pennsylvania to the extent that thei 
number of people who now become ill 
from the fever is less than the num­ 
ber of people who died from it twenty 
years ago, said a statement issued 
by the State Health Departrrfhnt. 
Tile decline in number of cases, the 
statement added, has been due to pre­ 
ventive measures taken by the com­ 
munities in filterihpr water supply, 
properly disposing of sewage, and 
safeguarding 
foodstuffs, 
after 
the 
communities became convinced that 
the fever is preventable. 
If individuals would now exercise 
the same care that the public officials 
have in safeguarding their health, de­ 
clared Dr. Edgar 8. Everhart, asso­ 
ciate director of the bureau of com­ 
municable 
diseases, 
typhoid 
fever 
would be almost entirely eliminated. 
“In 1905 typhoid fever was a com­ 
munity problem; today it is an in­ 
dividual one," said Doctor Everhart. 
‘•The State Health Department rec­ 
ords indicate that the mn.ipr portion 
of the 2002 infections during 1924 
came not in epidemics but in isolated 
cases. In the several small epidemics 
either water or milk was responsible; 
and this, in spite off warnings given 
before the outbreak.

I waters are manufactured and it covers 
a perjod of twelve months from date 
of issue of license. 
Application forms for registration 
will be fuVnished upon request to be 
I filled out, showing the name and ad­ 
dress of the applicant, the location 
of 
the 
manufacturing or bottling 
plant, tho name of each beverage or 


drink to be registered and tho kind of 
equipment used and the capacity pf the 
plant. 
Upon receipt of applications 
with fees and approval thereof a li­ 
cense will be issued Tor the operation 
of the plant and for the sale of the 
carbonated beverages or still drinks, 
which have been registered as re­ 
quire^ by the law. 
Saccharin Prohibited ' 
Saccharin and other preservatives 
ar© prohibited. All carbonated bever­ 
ages and still drinks must contain 
not lees than eight per cent (&%) by 
weight of pure can© or beet sugar.

Funds Are Allocated So That 
Every County in Pennsyl­ 
vania Will Derive Some 
Benefit.

The $2,099,000 bovine tuberculosis 
fund approved by Governor Pinchot 
for paying indemnities during the two 
year fiscal period beginning Jimq I, 
1925, and the $200,000 Federal allot­ 
ment for tho year July I, 1925, to 
July I, 192G, have been allocated so 
that every county in th© state will 
benefit. 
y 
Of tho total state fund, $99,000 will 
bo held in reserve to pay glanders 
indemnity claims. Th© $2,000,000 will 
then be distributed in accordance with 
the following plan: 
A total of $1,- 
G00,000 will be used to pay indemnity 
claims in connection with area testing 
and $400,000 for the individual herd 
tenting. 
During the past two years testing 
on the area plan has been completed 
for all cattle in Mercer, Crawford, 
Jefferson and Lawrence counties and 
in 03 townships of 12 other counties. 
This plan holds great promise 


electively 
eradicating 
tuberculosis 
from the herd* of the state and it is 
expected that many additional town­ 
ships in numerous counties through­ 
out the state will be tested during 
the next two years. 
Up to June 15, 
the herd owners in 2G5 townships in 
36 counties had signed agreements 
and were awaiting for the test under 
the modified area plan. 
The $400,000 fpr individual accredit­ 
ed herd testing will be allocated to 
the various counties according to cat­ 
tle population. 
Approximately $100,- 
000 is carried in the first allocation. 
The federal allotment of $200,000 for 
the coming year will be paid out in 
indemnities at the maximum rate of 
$14.50 for purebreds and $7.25 for 
grades. 
Tho present? fixed policy for tubercu­ 
lin testing herds under both the Indi­ 
vidual Accredited Plan and the Area 
Plan will be continued in the order 
in which herds are signed up and 
quality for the test, according to Dr.

HEALTH TALKS 


The health talk of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health is prepared 
this week by Dr. Edgar T. Shields, 
Chief. Section of Tuberculosis Clinics. 
Doctor Shields says:— 
“Too much stress can not be placed 
upon the necessity of direct sunlight 
in the homes of our citizens. 
Too I 
frequently, from a misguided sense of . 
hygiene, rooms and doors are kepi 
closed resulting in a great deficiency 
of pure air and sunlight. Particularly 
is this more likely to be true in our 
rural communities where a large por­ 
tion of the home is frequently cut off 
and closed tightly. 
“More and more, physicians 
are 
realizing the fundamental fact that 
proper nutrition and an abundance of 
sunlight are essential for the normal 
development 
and 
maintenance of a ' 
good physical conditioa. 
“While in this latitude it becomes 
impossible in the winter time to keep 
our windows constantly open during 
the day hours, to a large extent this 
need not be so during the late spring, 
summer and early fall. 
Living 
in 
over-heated rooms and breathing air 
lacking sufficient 
moisture are often 
directly responsible for winter colds J 
and coughs. 
Moreover, they prepare J 
the way for many other infections. 
“It is therefore urged that fresh air 
Im* permitted to enter the house not 
only during the sleeping hours (win­ 
ter and summer) but during the wak­ 
ing ones also in the mild season. The 
reasons for this request become cleat* 
whipt it is realized that out-side air 
is the atmosphere nature intended us 
to breathe and live in, and 
because 
the sun’s rays when penetrating win­ 
dow glass are unfortunately deprived 
of some of the elements which go far 
in building 
up and 
maintaining a 
proper growth and nutrition. 
“Therefore, throw open 
the 
win­ 
dows of your homes and let in the sun­ 
light and fresh air.
